Then the bolts were pushed 
back through the door arid the door 
was loose from all support except the 
hasp, and tin* padlock which held Hon 
the staple In the hall way. 
The burrs 
were scattered about the floor aud 
there were marks on the wood as lf 
heavy blows had been struck to test 
Its thickness. 
'The door is of heavy 
wood covert (I on the outside with 
Sheet Iron and Is consequently bard to 
handle, but they did it without noise. 
The escape 
was evidently 
well 
planned. 
T he door had no doubt 
been hanging with the burrs loosened 
orig before the prisoners escaped as 
they waited for the proper time after 
they had completed their work.
